THE DEATH OF A _ ODISTIN- 
GUISHED EDUCATOR. 


We announced yesterday in our local 
columns the death of Col. William 
Bingham, which occurred in Florida on 
Thursday last. 

Col. Bingham’s health has been de- 
clining for some time, and through the 
advice of his physician, he concluded 
to visit Florida, with the hope that the 
change of climate would prove bencti- 
cial. But his disease, consumption, had 
fastened itself too firmly in bis constitu- 
tion to be eradicated, and his friends 
who Knew his condition are prepared to 
hear the sad intelligence of his death, 

Colonel Bingham was well known as 
one of the most successiul and eminent 
educators in the South, and the Bing- 
ham School, at Mebanesville, Alamance 
county, established by Wiiliam 
Binghan, the elder, bad obtained a ce- 
lebiity enjoyed by few private schools 
of similar grade. 

Tbe Horner School at Oxford and 
the Bingham School at Mebanesville 
have taken a front rank in point ol 
merit and scholarship with preparatory 
as distinguished trom collegiate igstitu- 
tions, and North Carolina, although 
deprived of her University, can point 
wits just pride to these excellent high 
schools, which are second to none in 
the South. 

The Bingham family have 
vently distinguisbed as successful educa- 
tors. The grand-father and father of 
the late Col. William Bingham devoted 
their lives te teaching, and many of the 
first men of the past and present genes 
rations in North Carolina owe much of 
their distinction to the rigid training 
und mental disciplive received in their 
carly days at the schools of the Bing- 
hams. 

The maotle of their ancestors fell 
upon the shoulders of the brothers, 
William and Robert, who bave worthily 
sustained the reputation of the Bing- 
ham name. 

Colonel William Bingham was a 
gellant soldier in the late war, 
and although in delicate heaith 
while in the army, he bore uncom. 
plainingly the hardships of camp lile, 
and illustrated bis devotion to his 
native State by Lis self-sacrificing and 
heroic efforts in defense of her rights 
aod honor. 

Sisce the war, Colonel Bingnam has 
written some valuable school books, 
and his Latin Gratamar has been intro- 
duced as a text-book in a large number 
of schools and colleges, buth North and 
South. 

The death of such a man may be 
regarded as a public calamity, and 
North Carolina, at the present criti.al 
juncture in Ler educational affairs, can 


ill afford to lose the services of such an 
instructor.
